Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative, Geoffrey Gavin, contacted the Office to 
generally discuss the claims in relation to the already applied and cited prior art. It was described that in regards to 
claim 1, the pivot arm is deemed to be transversly moveable due to no limitation stating that the elements are 
connected before being moveable (specifically mentioned moving the elements together during manufacture) and that 
even if so, additional consideration under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) in view of Lee et al would be appropriate. With regard to 
claim 18, defining the pin and groove release mechanism around Faccioli et al was discussed explaining how the 
groove extends the full circumference of the pin or at least an appreciable amount that wouldn't read on the current 
holes of Faccioli et al. It was further stated that specifically, additional search and consideration would be performed 
pending a reply to the Non-Final Office Action mailed on December 19th, 2006 focusing on the structure of the pin 
clamp. 
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
